NOTE SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Doft Co Inc the Company is registered as broker-dealer and clears all of its customer transactions

through correspondent broker on fully disclosed basis

Security transactions commissions and related expenses are recorded on trade-date basis

The Company carries its investments at fair value Fair value is an estimate of the exit price representing

the amount that would be received to sell an asset or paid to transfer liability in an orderly transaction

between market participants i.e the exit price at the measurement date Fair value measurements are

not adjusted for transaction costs fair value hierarchy that consists of three levels is used to prioritize

inputs to fair value valuation techniques

Level Unadjusted quoted prices in active markets for identical assets or liabilities

Level Inputs other than quoted market prices that are observable either directly or indirectly and

reasonably available Observable inputs reflect the assumptions market participants would

use in pricing the asset or liability and are developed based on market data obtained from

sources independent of the Company

Level Unobservable inputs Unobservable inputs reflect the assumptions that management develops

based on available information about what market participants would use in valuing the asset

or liability

An asset or liabilitys level within the fair value hierarchy is based on the lowest level of any input that is

significant to the fair value measurement Availability of observable inputs can vary and is affected by

variety of factors Management uses judgment in determining fair value of assets and liabilities and Level
